IT may take history a century to 
produce an exact assay of tile 
momentous conference of the big 
three, dramatically s ta g e d 
in 
ancient Teheran beneath the snowy 
peaks of the Elburz range, but I 
think we safely can say now the 
good results of this parley will be 
in exact ratio to tile longevity of 
the sentiment expressed in the lad 
two sentencee of the main declara­ 
tion signed by Roosevelt, Stalin 
and Churchill: 
“We came here with hope airt 
determination. 
We 
leave 
here 
friends in fact, spirit and in pur­ 
pose.” 
If my estimate is correct, this 
expression ie the most important 
outcome of the conference, be­ 
ewise it must be the basis of all 
subsequent operations by the big 
three. 
Here we have the greatest pow 
ere on earth. 
One of them—the 
new, vast empire of Soviet Russia 
—is emerging horn this war as 
the dominant power of both the 
European continent and Asia. Old­ 
er nations of the eastern hemi­ 
sphere must make way for the 
newcomer. 


Fifth Army Seizes Vital Italian Heights 


I TS a delicate moment, when 
powes-politlcs must be thrust 
into the background. 
If the con­ 
ference is to be a success, the sen­ 
timent of Dec. I, 1943, must be con­ 
tinued into the distant future. 
Another point which impresses 
me greatly Is the declaration that 
the three governments “are at one 
with the government of Iran in 
their desire for the maintenance of 
the independence, sovereignty and 
integrity of Iran." 
As I see ft this is toe rainbow 
of lndependencs for little nations 
—a guaranies that ton Atlantic 
Charter and tbs Four Freedoms 
mean what they say. 
I had Ute importance of this im­ 
pressed on mo when I was In 
Teheran IO months ago. Partly bm 
cause of her sine Sad portly for 
military reasons the tittle Country 
had been occupied by forces of 
Russia, Britain and America. 
At that time the Persians feared 
tbs war’s end would see their coun­ 
try divided Into spheres of influ­ 
ence between Russia and Britain, 
aa in days gone by. 
Iran’s hope was that American 
intervention would prevent this 
and give her independence. 
I’m 
wondering whether F. D. R. engin­ 
eered this coup in the declaration. 


'T'HE filet Allied move, now that 
the Teheran conference is out 
of the way, naturally will be to 
implement the announced agree­ 
ment for concerted action against 
Hitler from east, west and south. 
Wbat is the most expeditious 
way of administering the coup de 
grace to the Nazi fuehrer? 
We 
can’t get at him the way the Hit­ 
lerites reportedly have done in the 
case of Count Ciano, Mussolini’s 
turn-coat eon-in-law, who is said 
to have been shot in the back by 
a firing squad. 
The experts generally are agreed 
that there's only one quick way to 
do the Job with certainty, and 
that’s the opening of a second land 
front in France, across the English 
channel 
Since Stalin is essentially a man 
of tremendous action, and sines 
he apparently is satisfied with the 
outcome of the Teheran parley we 
may take it for granted that his 
persistent demand for the early 
opening of a second 
front in 
France has been satisfied. 
Therefore, one would expect to 
see the western allies achieve this 
with the greatest possible speed. 
And speed is essential if we are 
to save llvea and conserve our na­ 
tional resources which now are be­ 
ing poured into the bottomless hop­ 
per of war. 
It’s essential for another thing, 
too. and that is to get this Euro­ 
pean upheaval over so that we can 
tackle the Jape.

British Tanks And Infantry 


Ram Across Moro River 


Along Adriatic Side

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, Al­ 
giers, Dec. 7—Fifth army iiifantry 
has crashed through Nazi defenses 
in bitter assaults to capture the 
most dominating positions in a 25- 
square-mlle area overlooking the 
road to Rome, it was announced 
today, while on the east coast of 
Italy British tanks rammed across 
the Moro river. 
A headquarters officer, describ­ 
ing the battle in the vital Monte 
Camino and Monte Maggiore area, 
declared, “We now hold the most 
important features in that area 
roughly five miles long and five 
miles wide.” 
On the Adriatic side of the Ger­ 
man loth army line, Gen. 
Sir 
Bernard L. Montgomery’s tanks 
and infantry drove 
across -the 
Moro river, IO miles above the 
Sangro, in a tank battle fought 
in a fog. 
Air Fields Hit Near Athens 
The new U. S. 15th air force 
struck heavily at the Germans’ 
Elevsis and Kalam&ki air fields 
near Athens, with Flying Fort­ 
resses and Liberators knocking 
down IO Nazi planes and damag­ 
ing at least seven more. 
American troops wading flooded 
areas, marked the second anni­ 
versary of Pearl Harbor 
with 
bloody fighting. 
VMM Marshal Gen. Albert Kes- 
selring threw the full sleight of 
his divisions into desperate coun­ 
terattacks. 
But despite these heavy blows, 
U. S. troops captured a mountain 
point six miles west of Mignano 
overlooking the Garigliano river 
and farther inland plunged a mile 
west of Fllignano. 
South of the American positions 
on the ridges of Monte Maggiore, 
British forces were driven .off a 
ridge by a furious Nazi assault, 
but in a nearby sector seized a 
German strong-point. 
Beth Face Supply Trouble 
The Eighth army punch across 
the Moro river met less difficulty 
than anticipated, but the tank ac­ 
tion was one of the few fought in 
mountainous Italy. 
Heavy rains swept the Eighth 
army front. 
Both the Germans and the Al­ 
lies are having difficulty bringing 
up supplies. The Garigliano river 
is swollen more than a mile wide 
in places.- 
Due to weather, aerial activity 
over Italy was slight, hut Ameri­ 
can Invader planes hit the ap­ 
proaches to a bridge at Ceprano 
southeast of Rome and Warhawks 
attacked a bridge southeast of 
Cassino. Two Allied planes were 
lost. 
Brig. Gen. J. H. Atkinson of Dal­ 
hart, Tex., commanding a fortress 
wing on the Athens raid, sent his 
crews out yesterday with the ad­ 
monition to do a particularly good 
bombing job because “there are 
only 19 more bombing days be­ 
fore Christmas.’’ 


Germans Outclassed By Land, Sea And Air 
As They Await Three-Sided Allied Assault

T ONDON, Dec. 7—The Teheran 
*-* promise of Allied drives from 
the east, west and south confront­ 
ed Germany today with the prob­ 
lem of disposing her numerically 
inferior forces in an effort to 
avoid destruction by the might­ 
iest military array the world ever 
has known. 
Against the combined strength 
of the United States, Britain and 
Russia Adolf Hitler now finds his 
military forces outclassed by land, 
sea and air. 
His soldiers are outnumbered 
by at least three to two, his air 
force by at least three to one and 
the seas are dominated by Allied 
navies. 
Germany now Is believed able 
to muster 320 divisions, 
which 
with non-divisional combat troops 
would mean a fighting force of 
around 5,500,000 plus 3,500,000 to 
4.000,000 in supply service and ad­ 
ministrative jobs. 
Almost certainly Russia alone 
can more than match this. Mili­ 
tary observers here would be sur­ 
prised if the Red army numbered 
less than 350 divisions with a com­ 
bat complement or more than 6,- 
000,000. 
The Russians’ own production, 
plus lend-lease help, has made So- 
Jvet equipment as plentiful and 
as good or better than the Ger­ 
mans*. 
Even lf the Red army only 
counts 
20-odd 
armored 
division 
against Germany’s 30-odd, its ar­ 
tillery divisions probably give it 
an over all fire power greater than 
that of the German army. 
Combined British and American 
ground strength in the Mediter­ 
ranean and Britain is in the neigh­ 
borhood. of 2,000,000 to 3,000,000 
and growing steadily. 
Because of the weight, fierce­ 
ness and skill of the Red army, 
the German high oommand seems 
committed to maintaining about 
two-thirds of its force on the east­ 
ern fornt.

Since Pearl Harbor

W A S H I N G T O N , Dec. 7 — 
. . Dec. 7, two years ago, Is 
a day that is remembered In this 
country as one of infamy on the 
part of a treacherous enemy. The 
day itself requires no reminder. 
With 
those 
words 
President 
Roosevelt last week vetoed a reso­ 
lution to commemorate this day. 
The President has set his face 
against any celebration of the day, 
against proclaiming observance of 
the surprise blow struck by Jape 
nose airmen, against recalling the 
unreadiness of America’s Pacific 
bastion. They are not the occasion 
for a holiday, but the day does not 
lack cause for pride. 
Since that time the army has 
grown from 1,509,900 to five times 
that size, with 2,300,000 men In the 
mightiest air force in the world 
The navy, marine corps and coast 
guard have reached a strength of 
nearly 3,000,000. The fleet is twice 
its size before Pearl Harbor. 
No nation in history ever raised 
such a military force in so short 
a time. The nation baa performed 
industrial miracles. 
All this began to happen immed­ 
iately after the blow at Pearl Har­ 
bor, and it gained momentum dur­ 
ing the interval provided by the 
desperate resistance of men who 
fought until they dropped, and de­ 
layed the aggressor, ruined bis 
chance for a quick victory and 
therefore his hope for victory at 
all. 
The marines beld Wake island 
antu Dec. 24; Bataan became a 
symbol of fortitude and defiance 
before its collapse NApril 9. and 
Corregidor held out 27 days longer. 
April 28 James H. Doolittle’s 
medium bombers gave Tokyo a 
token of what was to come and 
May 4-8 the Battle of the Coral 
Sea was fought. 
The Japanese had reached their 
high tide in the South Pacific. 
Aug. 7, the marines landed on 
Guadalcanal in the Solomons and

MOSCOW. Dec. 7—The Soviet 
government through its newspaper 
Izvestia Indicated today its com 
pieta satisfaction with results of 
the Teheran meeting of Roosevelt, 
Stalin and Churchill. 
This full and official approval 
was expressed after Premier Stalin 
had returned safely to Moscow af­ 
ter a hazardous round-trip of I,- 
700 miles during which his plane 
braved snow and aero tempera­ 
tures. 
“For four days over a round 
table,” said the Isvestia editorial, 
“the most eminent statesmen of 
our day conferred and reached 
complete agreement on questions 
of war rod the most important 
problems of post-war organisation 
of peace.” 
The editorial was spread over 
three columns of the front page 
together with 
page-wide 
photo­ 
graphs of the three leaders. 
“He who reads carefully Roose­ 
velt's. Stalin’s and Churchill’s dec­ 
laration will understand that the 
fate of the war has been derided 
verbally.” the editorial declared. 
It referred in broad, friendly 
fashion to the accomplishments of 
the British and American armies 
In North Africa, the Mediterran­ 
ean and southern Italy and gave 
Russia’s allies due 
honors 
for 
their contribution toward winning 
the war, 
“The success of the Red army 
and the success of the Allies 
quickened the pace of the war 
and gave even greater strength 
to cooperation between the Allied 
countries la the war," Izvestia 
went on.

Federation Head Asks Voice 


For U.S. Rural Areas 


Br Th* Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, Dec. 7—Farm people 
of the world can “do more to pre­ 
serve peace than could any other 
group,” Edward A. O’Neal, presi­ 
dent of the American Farm Bureau 
federation told the organization’s 
annual convention today. 
In an address prepared for de­ 
livery 
to 
the 
opening 
session, 
O’Neal asserted, “I have great con 
fldence in the common sense of 
farm people and I believe that if 
farm people can have a voice in 
working out some of the interna­ 
tional problems, the world will be 
better off. 
“I hope to see the day when rep­ 
resentatives of farm peole, elected 
by the people and not appointed 
by the government, will get to­ 
gether at regular intervals to con­ 
sider their mutual problems and 
to work them out. 
Fair World Trade Pressed 
“If we are to maintain the peace 
of the world, we must encourage 
world trade on a fair basis. To ac­ 
complish this, it will be necessary 
to stabilize the currency of the 
nations. 
“It must be apparent to every­ 
body that the reconstruction of 
the economies of the nations par­ 
ticipating in the war never can be 
carried 
out 
successfully 
unless 
each nation is given access to raw 
materials and the right to exchange 
some of their surplus products for 
the products of father nations 
that they need and. w ant 
O'Neal 
declared 
the 
United 
States “lost the peace as a direct 
result of a mistaken policy of Isola 
tlonism” and added we must have 
“international agreements,.even an 
International mechanism of some 
sort through which problems be­ 
tween nations are met and re­ 
solved.” 
Slaps At Subsidies

O’Neal pointed out, “I am not one 
who believes that government can 
be taken entirely out of some reg­ 
ulations of our domestic affairs,” 
and asserted the need of the nation 
is “the smashing of all artificial 
barriers that obstruct the produc­ 
tion and free movement of goods; 
He attacked subsidies on grounds 
it would be a “hurculean task” 
to eliminate them and because, 
once the war is ended, “it would be 
politically easy to utilize the de­ 
flationary process as a potent 
argument for the continuance of 
subsidies.

Fear Of Reprisals Is The Only Real Force That

about the declaration from the Teheran con­ 
ference. It reflects the detarmtnatlon they shara 
with Britons and Russians to win tbs war and 
tbs peace by greater cooperation than ever was 
attained before by co*belligerenta. It leaves noth­ 
ing to be desired. 
f Though not part of the official declaration, a 
"statement attributed to Marshal Stalin at Mr. 
Churchill^ birthday dinner Is especially grati­ 
fying to American*. -Without American produc­ 
tion." said .the chief spokesmen for Soviet Rus- j 
sis, "the United Nations could never have won 
th!* war.** 
I Americans have conceded without hesitation ; 
th a t Russia's sm iling and unexpected fighting 
Strength cracked Germany s army. They have 
pl yen the British credit for standing up under 
JGermany'# air power and sea power and fight- j 
Ing It to a standstill. But In the European thea- J 
♦sr their own fighting ability on land. on sea 
pod in tbs air necessarily was outshone by those 
Jwho had been at it longer and had the additional 
advantage of fighting for their own immediate '■ 
Security. 
; As a nation, the United States has considered j 
Its most important job in the war to date to bs 
the production of war material. Occasional signs 
th at its allies might be inclined to belittle It* 
efforts in comparison with what they were do- . 
In* have had a bad effect. Marshal Stalin seems 
to uudsrstand how to make goodwill, along with . 
Lls other accomplishments.

AIRINGTON — War is sup­ 
posed to bs fought according 
to “tuternational law". 
But It Isn’t . . . for a very simple 
reason. 
The reason Is that the Interna­ 
tional laws of war ars little more 
than a code of etiquette. The only 
real force keeping a warring na­ 
tion from violating them is tear 
of reprisals. 
This explains why the Germans 
are so careful about the treatment 
of prisoners and why they have 
been so ruthless lu submarine war­ 
fare. 
They have few merchant ships of 
their own which could bo lost by 
reprisals. 
In the broad sense international 
law is a code built ap from cen­ 
turies of custom regulating the 
commercial, diplomatic and mil­ 
itary relations of civilised na­ 
tions. 
Tho 
military 
regulations 
are 
eontained tor the most part in 
the Hague convention of 1399. 
They have bean supplemented 
from time to time, principally by 
the Geneva convention of 190«, 
the Hague convention of 
1907, 
the Washington 
treaty of 1922 
and the Geneva protocol of 192$. 
These are some of the main 
provisions of the laws of war: 
It is forbidden to use poison, 
poisoned arms, poison gas or vir­ 
ulent bacteria. 
It is forbidden to kill or wound 
a Atrrendered enemy, to declare 
“no quarter”, to use arms caus­ 
ing unnecessarily severe wounds, 
to make improper use of flags of 
truce or the Red Cross emblem, 
to attack a city which has been 
declared ‘*open” or undefended, 
to pillage any place even if token 
by assault.

OSPITALS and rallgious, artis­ 
tic, scientific and charitable 
institutions 
must be spared as 
much as possible unless they are 
used for military purposes. 
But it is up to the home team to 
mark such buildings and notify the 
enemy where they are. 
Unanchored 
mines 
are 
pro­ 
hibited unless they become harm­ 
less within an hour after passing 
from control of the side which 
plants them. 
Anchored 
mines must become 
harmless lf they break loose and 
torpedoes lf they miss their mark. 
Submarines must desist from 
attacking merchant vessels lf they 
cannot remove crew and passen­ 
gers to safety. 
It is the responsibility of the 


I occupying power to maintain pub­ 
lic safety in occupied territory, 
Property or labor may Bot ba 
requisitioned except for the neces­ 
sities of the army of occupation. 
Requisitions must be in propor 
Hon to th* resources of the com­ 
munity and meat not Involve the 
population 
In 
military 
activity 
against their own country. Requi­ 
sitioned good* must be paid for 
Immediately or else a receipt given 
and the money paid aa goon aa 
possible. 
Enemy ships are liable to cap­ 
ture on the high tees or in enemy 
waters. Ships en the way boma 
when war Is declared are exempt, 
and time is allowed ships ta en­ 
emy bar bora to make a getaway.

PRISONER! of war moat be 
a 
treated bumanely and protect­ 
ed from abu sew Ski listed mea may 
be pat to work ob public or private 
projects. 
If the work is for the national 
government, they mast be paid 
tbs same rates ai soldiers of that 
government lf for a private em­ 
ployer, at a rata agreed with mili­ 
tary authorities. 
They must be fed, clothed and 
housed as well as soldiers. News­ 
paper correspondents, contractor's 
employes and others may be “as­ 
similated” into an army and are 
then subject to the same treat­ 
ment aa soldiers lf captured. 
Relief societies such as the Inter­ 
national Red Croaa must be per­ 
mitted access to prisoners. Let­ 
ters, packages and money orders 
must 
be delivered to prisoners 
postage aud duty free. 
There la no provision for treat­ 
ment of interned civilians. 
Ambulances, hospitals and hos­ 
pital snips must be “respected 
aud protected under all circum­ 
stances.” 
Such establishments or vehicles 
or ships must show th* Red Cross 
emblem at all times. 8o most 
stretcher-bearers. 
Spies may not be executed with­ 
out trial. Scouts in uniform or 
civilians or soldiers openly deliver­ 
ing a message to their own army 
or the enemy are not regarded as 
spies. 
A spy who rejoins his army and 
is later captured is not liable to 
treatment as spy. 
Civilians who resist invasion 
are subject to protection if they 
are commanded by a parson re­ 
sponsible for them, wear an em­ 
blem recognisable at a distance, 
carry arms openly and obssrva 
the laws of war.

CLEVELAND—A reporter was in­ 
vited to spend n day at Jack 
A Helnts Inc., tha Cleveland war 
plant whose nim s la becoming 
legendary in the contemporary his­ 
tory of American industry. 
A husky guard met the reposer 
at the administration building at 
5:30 a. rn. Will'am S. Jack, the com­ 
pany president, already had been 
in his office Lour hours talk ag to 
nlght-ahlft workers. 
Jack known to his “associates’* 
as Bill, was uUtlng at a table be­ 
neath enormous flag-drapwd 
traits of himself and Ralph M. 
Helnts, vice president and founder 
of the concern. 
Both executives were speaking 
into a microphone which amplified 
their voices to any part of the huge 
plant. 
“Roving 
mikes” 
were 
being 
passed among the associates and 
one after another spoke to report 
a minor grievance. 
There were complaints like the 
need of a cuspidor excess profanity 
in a particular department, a com­ 
pliment to a foreman, girls on cer­ 
tain machines thought they were 
entitled to more ray 
“May we have a ruling ou that. 
Bill?” was the usual question at the 
end of each renor*. 
Then Jack 
would 
explain at 
length that cuspidors would be 
made available immediately, that 
wages were frosen. that horseplay 
was dangerous, that all associates 
should use language they would 
speak in the presence of their ea r­ 
drum. 
One associate, a newcomer, want­ 
ed to know whether it would be 
wise to take time off from work 
to attend educational courses in 
various institutions. 
“I think a man who gets his edu­ 
cation on the Job working in this 
plant will find that it far outclasses 
any school or college he could have 
attended.” Jack advised. 
But Jack waa not always paternal 


or cajoling to the requests of his 
associates. Often be settled issues 
firmly and finally. 
Such was the case of an asso­ 
ciate who wanted to know if he 
were breaking a rule by not eat­ 
ing breakfast before reporting for 
work.

you're breaking a rule.” Jack said. 
The meeting broke up at 1:45 a. 
rn. when the assoclataa departed to 
get their machines In preparation 
for the 7 a. rn. shift. Jack sat down 
por- { to a hasty breakfast of ham and 
eggs. 
But before the meeting dispersed 
Jack called for a volunteer quartet 
to sing “J&hco's victory song.” the 
plant's alma mater. The president 
took the lead in the singing—“One 
for all and all for one. . . .“ 
As the 7 a. rn. shift started, a 
group of IOO foremen were called 
into Jack's office for a brief “pep 
talk'* and then the plant’s entire 
personnel were summoned via the 
public address system to listen. 
The meetings are not scheduled 
because Jack believes they ars 
“more spontaneous that way.** 
One day. as an experiment the 
day meeting at the plant heard a 
recording of Jack’s hour-and-35- 
minute address to the night shift 
One associate commented: “Thank 
God we have found a way to save 
at least a part of Bill Jack's voice.” 
In the recording Jack discussed 
with frankness the plant's produc­ 
tion figures, orders on hand, profits 
—and even his own salary plana. 
But the associates understood It 
was not Information to be bandied 
about outside the plant. 
The address was typical of the 
impromptu happenings at the plant. 
The public address system, when 
not used by Jack is entertaining 
the associates with musical selec­ 
tions from the radio room. Jack 
believes th* men and women work 
better when they ar* happy.

Many Commisions Study How To Switch Bureaus Over To Peacetime

NCLE SAM isn’t half as far 
along in making post-war plana 
for kis emloyes as moat of the big 
industrialists 
although 
he

ploys for more than any of them 
(about 3,100.000). 
Some steps have been taken, 
Just recently, when it became ap­ 
parent that the government could 
not 
honestly 
argue 
legislation 
forcing or even urging business 
to toke steps It had not already 
token itself. 
If tha budget bureau hasn’t ask­ 
ed a very agency, it soon will de­ 
mand from them all an outline of 
their plans for reconversion to 
peacetime. 
At the White House. “Assistant 
President James P. Byrnes has 
aa organisation at work coord.- 
Dating tha converson plans into 
mn over-all policy. 
Some weeks 
ago, 
Byrnes 
said 
that 
every 
agency should assign st least one 
competent, person to working out 
a program for conversion. 
This. 
In some instances, might consist 
of liquidation or a change of duties. 
A few days later, the President 


I publicly requested Byrnes to es­ 
tablish a coordinating unit. 
It is 
! considered certain here now that 
; Bernard M. .Baruch will have coti- 
j siderable to say about this when he 
I makes his over-all report on con- 
| version and demobilisation. 
But as in so many instances, 
the question of Jurisdiction is still 
up in the air and being fought out 
behind the scenes. 
The budget 
bureau is in the picture. So is the 
war manpower commission, and 
various agencies within it. 
The 
veterans administration would like 
to speak for veterans returning to 
government Jobs. Selective service 
I feels that It is the logical agency 
I to reverse the order of the draft 
More important than any of 
these, so far aa government em­ 
ployes are concerned, is the civil 
service commission. 
It Is report­ 
edly making an over-all study of 
firing and rehiring, aa well as 
how 
to 
cushion 
unemployment 
for the tens of thousands of tem­ 
porary 
and 
smergency 
federal 
worker!. 
These 
so-called 
‘temporaries” 
and ‘war service employes” will 


have to be the first to go. Some 
sill have accumulated leave which 
will carry them for a few weeks 
while they are searching for new 
Jobs, but In most Instances it will 
bo moro than enough to pay the 
fare home. 
It looks like a Job for congress 
service and It has been rumored 
that civil service probably with ad­ 
ministration backing, will lay before 
the legislators some plan to put the 
federal war workers at least on the 
■ame basis as those in private en­ 
terprises. 
It should be pointed out that 
faot outlined in the previous ar­ 
ticle; that there may be very lit­ 
tle net decline ic govern aent ci- 
vii'ar employmeut for years af­ 
ter peace comes. 
There will be a tremendous turn­ 
over, as veterans return and tem­ 
porary war workers seek to get out 
or are forced out without ratings 
for reinstatement In other agencies. 
All in all, it's a messy state of 
affairs and isn't making the war 
workers any happier of contrib­ 
uting to government efficiency in 
rh* war effort.

EHERAN — The story of 
the 
meeting 
between 
President 
Roosevelt. 
Premier 
Stalin 
and 
Prime Minister 
Churchill which 
will last the longest probably will 
be the story told in pictures. 


Nearly every significant feature 
of the meeting and its personalities 
w e r e photographed. 
To me the 
most outstanding and colorful cere­ 
monies of all were those held in the 
Russian embassy shortly before ter­ 
mination of the conference. Gath­ 
ered there was the greatest concen­ 
tration of global power ever as­ 
sembled under the same roof. 
First came the solemn. Impres­ 
sive presentation of a Stalingrad 
sword to Stalin. 
The sparkling crimson-eheathed 
sword was wrought in London by 
Tom Beasley, a veteran artisan 
who has made all the ceremonial 
swords In Britain for several dec­ 
ades. it was inscribed to th* Soviet 
heroes who defended the city. 
T HE domed, sky lighted room car­ 
ried a blulah-gray color scheme 
with four draped windows on tile 
south side and the opposite wall 
broken by two big fire places. 
In filed lf British soldiers, spe­ 
cially chosen from the Buff regi­ 
ment, who lined ap in front of the 
fireplace*. They were followed by 
an honor guard of 22 Russian offi­ 
cers. who marched and took their 
places In a double line before the 
windows. Each arms armed with a 
tommy gun and wore black boots, 
blue breeches, olive drab tunics 
with red shoulder boards and black

visored caps circled by red bands 
and with a gold star in front 
The highest military figures of 
this war and the diplomats grouped 
themselves around the room with 
Roosevelt quietly taking a seat t i 
the southwest corner where the 
photographers 
also 
congregated. 
Suddenly Vyacheslav Molotov, So­ 
viet foreign commissar, entered, 
walked to the table, surveyed the 
scene and departed. 
T 
HEN 
came 
Stalin, 
appearing 
noiselessly and clad In a plain 
khaki beige uniform with gold- 
starred epaulets. He was wearing 
a single decoration, the Order of 
Lenin. 
A few seconds later Churchill 
walked in wearing the uniform of 
an R A F. commodore. 
A 22-piece Russian army band. 
at a signal sounding like “Brrnsk”, 
played 
the “Internationale’* and 
then “God Save The King” while 
Churchill stood to salute Stalin 
with right arm raised and hand 
half-clenched. 
A British officer picked up and 
held the sword rigidly before him 
while Churchill spoke on behalf 
of the king about the “steel-hearted 
citizens of Stalingrad.” 
Stalin replied with a low-volced 
expression of appreciation. 
Stalin 
took 
the 
sword 
from 
Churchill’s 
out-stretched 
hands, 
kissed the naked blade and handed 
it to Marshal Klementl Y. Voro­ 
shilov. 
A Russian officer, using the arm- 
swinging. stiff legged Soviet cere­ 
monial march, took the symbol 
from Voroshilov, wheeled and with 
snap and precision marched from 
th* room. Voroehilov later brought 
back the sword to show It to Roose­ 
velt and the others.

To Pick A Flaw In What We Told You 


About That Bird The Flamingo

ARD OKEENE, erudite executive of King Fate 
tares Syndicate, one of whose tasks la tha 
examination of my daily treatise before rel« 
for publication aa a sort of an editorial aantlary 
measure to protect our clients, takes issue w it! 
me on the flamingo. 
I thought at first his comments wars strlctaly 
In the interest of ornithological accuracy, but 
find they wind up In tha gloiifioatlon of Kirk 
Munroe, an oldtime American writer of adventure 
stories for boyi. Mr. Greene, an author In his 
own right remarks moodily that Munroe now la 
forgotten but that ha waa the greatest writer et 
his kind who ever lived. 
Let us take up this debate In proper order. 
I said the flamingo ii not native to Florida, Mr. 
Green says I win on a technicality if I mean the 
flamingo does not breed and live in tha wilds of 
Florida, but that I am wrang lf I m ain it la not 
a native bird and was imported like the pheeeant 
or the English sparrow. 
He eays there are two standard works, Birds of 
America and tha Book of Audubon Prints. The 
latter contains a fine drawing of tha scarlet 
flamingo aa Audubon must hava seen it in tits 
Florida swamps. Birds Of America definitely 
states that for years the scarlet flamingo did 
breed end dwell along the Florida coMt and 
among the keys of Florida. 


j F that is true, the bird must have skipped out 
of there long ago, because the only flamingoes 
you can find In Florida now are those imported 
by the late Joe Widener from Cuba for Hialeah 
Park. Mr. Greene, Georgia-born, euggesta rather 
crustily that the pioneer birds departed when 
they saw “you Yankees” moving into Dade 
county and other Floridk places. 
I do not care to contradict such august authori­ 
ties as Mr. Greene quotes, but I am under the 
impression that the scarlet flamingo Is indigenous 
to southern Asia and Africa and that those found 
in the southern part at the United States, up to 
South Carolina, were as I said before, rn light 
Vermillion with blackedged wings. The first 
birds Widener imported were pinkish and I do not 
believe there is a scarlet flamingo In the Hialeah 
flock to this day. 
However. It coaid be that some type of the 
flamingo did make Florida its habitat years ago. 
Mr. Greene quotes Frank M. Chapman as writing 
of its nesting and breeding habits In the 
bewry 
In 1904 and the proximity of the Bahamas to 
Florida and the fact that climatically and others 
wise the two regions are alike argues that birds 
that would hang out in one place would very 
likely give the other a play. 


M' 
R. GREENE admits that the real secret of btl 
objection to my statement la his recoil lo ­ 
tion of Kirk Monroe’s “The Flamingo Feather”, 
which he read in his youth. This yarn dealt arith 
the first Spanish occupation of Florida. The hero 
was a Florida Indian who always wore a flamingo 
feather when causing the palefaces to bite the 
dust. Mr. Greene favors him above Deerfoot, or 
any of Cooper's Indian braves. 
He places Munroe between Oliver Optic and 
the founders of the “Rover Boys”, “Motor Boys” 
end “Airplane Boys” school of writing. He waa 
contemporaneous with the Englishman, Henty, 
but Mr. Greene thinks he was a far better writer 
than Henty. He gave his readers American his­ 
tory in fiction form, he gave the w est Florida, 
the Mississippi, the Grand Banks, the Indian 
wars, the romance of oil and mining and of rail­ 
roading. 
He carried his readers everywhere, into Alaska 
with the gold rush, to the Spanlah-American 
and Russian-Jspenese wars, and Into the arctic. 
He wrote of the pirates of the Spanish main, of 
the bicycling clubs of America, of the conquest of 
Mexico, the freeing of Texas. He was one of toe 
most prolific writers who ever lived and his 
range of subjects was almost as remarkable, I 
would say. as Mr. Greene’s memory of the Monroe 
book titles.

It leaves noth­ 
ing to be desired.

War Etiquette 


Fear Of Reprisals Is The Only Real Force That 


Keeps Rival Nations From Violating Battle Laws

ASHINGTON — War Is sup 
posed to he fought according 
to “international law”. 
But it Isn’t . . . for a very simple 
reason. 
The reason is that the Intern* 
tional laws of war are little more 
than a code of etiquette. The only 
real force keeping a warring na­ 
tion from violating them la faar 
of reprisals. 
This explains why tbs Germans 
are so careful about the treatment 
of prisoners and why thay have 
been so ruthless In submarine war­ 
fare. 
They have few merchant shipt of 
their own which could be lost by 
reprisals. 
In the broad sense international 
law is a code built up from cen­ 
turies of custom regulating tbs 
commercial, diplomatic and mil 
itary relations of civilised 
na­ 
tions. 
The 
military 
regulations 
are 
contained for the most part in 
the Hague convention of 1899. 
They have been eupplemented 
from time to time, principally by 
the Geneva convention of 1906, 
the Hague convention of 
1907, 
the Washington 
treaty of 1922 
and the Geneva protocol of 1925. 
These are some of the main 
provisions of the laws of war: 
It is forbidden to use poison, 
poisoned arms, poison gas or vir­ 
ulent bacteria. 
It is forbidden to kill or wound 
a Airrendered enemy, to declare 
“no quarter”, to use arms caus­ 
ing unnecessarily severe wounds, 
to make improper usa of flag! of 
truce or the Rad Cross ambled!, 
to attack a city which has been 
declared *k>pen” or undefended, 
to pillage any place even lf taken 
by assault. 
H 
OSPITALS and religious, artis­ 
tic, scientific and charitable 
institutions must be spared ar 
much as possible unless they are 
used for military purposes. 
But it is up to the home team to 
mark such buildings and notify the 
enemy where they are. 
Unanchored 
mines 
are 
pro­ 
hibited unless they become harm­ 
less within an hour after passing 
from control of the side which 
plants them. 
Anchored mines must become 
harmless lf they break loose and 
torpedoes lf they miss their mark. 
Submarines 
must desist from 
attacking merchant vessels lf they 
cannot remove crew and passen­ 
gers to safety. 
It Is the responsibility of tbs 


occupying power to maintain pub­ 
lic safety in occupied territory. 
Property or labor may not be 
requisitioned except for the neces­ 
sities of the army of occupation. 
Requisitions must be In propor 
Hon to the resources of the com­ 
munity and mast not Involve the 
population 
In 
military 
activity 
against their own country. Requi­ 
sitioned goods must be paid for 
Immediately or else a receipt given 
and the money paid aa soon as 
possible. 
Enemy chips are liable to cap­ 
ture on the high teas or In anomy 
waters. Ihlps on the way home 
when war Is declared ara exempt, 
and time Is allowed ahlpe In en­ 
emy harbors to make a getaway.

RISONERS of war must be 
treated humanely and protect­ 
ed from abuse. Unlisted men may 
he pot to work on public or private 
projects. 
If the woilt is for the national 
government they must bs paid 
the same rates as soldiers of that 
government If for a private em­ 
ployer, at a rate agreed with mili­ 
tary authorities. 
They must be fed, clothed and 
housed ae well as soldiers. News­ 
paper correspondents, contractor’s 
employes and others may be “as­ 
similated” into an army and are 
then subject to the Birne treat­ 
ment aa soldiers lf captured. 
Relief societies such as the Inter­ 
national Red Cross must be per­ 
mitted access to prisoners. Let­ 
ters, packages and money orders 
must be delivered to prisoners 
postsge and duty free. 
There la no provision for treat­ 
ment of interned civilians. 
Ambulances, hospitals and hos­ 
pital ships must be “respected 
and protected under all circum­ 
stances.” 
Such establishments or vehicles 
or ships must show the Red Cross 
emblem at all times. So must 
stretcher-bearers. 
Spies may not be executed with­ 
out trial. Scouts In uniform or 
civilians or soldiers openly deliver­ 
ing a message to their own army 
or the enemy are not regarded as 
spies. 
A spy who rejoins his army and 
Is later captured is not liable to 
treatment as spy. 
Civilians who resist Invasion 
are subject to protection if they 
are commanded by a person re­ 
sponsible for them, wear an em­ 
blem recognisable at a distance, 
carry arms openly and obaerve 
the laws of war.

Aa the 7 a. rn. shift started, a 
group of IOO foremen were called 
Into Jack’s office for a brief “pep 
talk” and then the plant’s entire 
personnel were summoned via the 
public address system to listen. 
The meetings are not scheduled 
because Jack believes they are 
“more spontaneous that way.” 
One day. as an experiment, the 
day meeting at the plant heard a 
recording of Jack's hour-and-35- 
intnute address to the night shift. 
One associate commented: “Thank 
God we have found a way to save 
at least a part of BUI Jack’s voice.” 
In the recording Jack discussed 
with frankness the plant's produc­ 
tion figures, orders on hand, profits 
—and even his own salary plans. 
But the associates understood It 
was not Information to be bandied 
about outside the plant. 
The address was typical of the 
impromptu happenings at the plant. 
The public address system, when 
not used by Jack Is entertaining 
the associates with musical selec­ 
tions from the radio room. Jack 
believes the men and women work 
better when they are happy.

Many Commisions Study How To Switch Bureaus Over To Peacetime

NCLE SAM isn’t half aa far 
along in making post-war plans 
for bis emloyes as most of the big 
industrialists 
although 
he 
em­ 
ploys for more than any of them 
(about 8,100,000). 
Some steps have been taken, 
just recently, when it became ap­ 
parent that the government could 
not 
honestly 
argue 
legislation 
forcing or even urging business 
to take steps It had not already 
taken Itself. 
If the budget bureau hasn’t ask­ 
ed every agency, it -soon will de­ 
mand from them all an outline of 
their plana for reconversion to 
peacetime. 
At the White House. '‘Assistant 
President James F. Byrnes has 
an organisation at work coordi­ 
nating th# converson plans into 
an over-all policy. 
Some weeks 
ago, 
Byrnes 
said 
that 
every 
agency should assign at least one 
competent person to working out 
a program for conversion. 
This, 
In some Instances, might constat 
of liquidation or a change of duties. 
A few days later, the President 


publicly requested Byrnes to es­ 
tablish a coordinating unit. 
It is 
considered certain bere now that 
Bernard M..Baruch will have con­ 
siderable to say about this when he 
makes his over-all report on con­ 
version and demobilisation. 
But as in so many instances, 
the question of jurisdiction is still 
up in the air and being fought out 
behind the scenes. 
The budget 
bureau la in the picture. So la the 
war manpower commission, and 
various agencies within it. 
The 
veterans administration would like 
to apeak for veterans returning to 
government jobs. Selective service 
feels that it la the logloal agency 
to reverse the order of the draft. 
More 
important than any of 
these, so far aa government em­ 
ployes are concerned, is the civil 
service commission. 
It is report­

Nearly every significant feature 
of the meeting and Its personalities 
w e r e photographed. 
To me the 
most outstanding and colorful cere­ 
monies of all were those held in the 
Russian embassy shortly before ter­ 
mination of the conference. Gath­ 
ered there was the greatest concen­ 
tration of global power ever as­ 
sembled under the same roof. 
First came the solemn, impres­ 
sive presentation of a Stalingrad 
sword to Stalin. 
The sparkling crimson-sheathed 
sword was wrought In London by 
Tom Beasley, a veteran artisan 
who has made all the ceremonial 
swords In Britain for several dec­ 
ade!. It was Inscribed to the Soviet 
heroes who defended the city. 
THE domed, sky lighted room car­ 
ried a bluish-gray color scheme 
with four draped windows on tile 
south side and the opposite wall 
broken by two big fire places. 
In filed 16 British soldiers, spe­ 
cially chosen from the Buff regi­ 
ment, who lined up in front of the 
fireplaces. They were followed by 
an honor guard of 22 Russian offi­ 
cers. who marched and took their 
places in a double line before the 
windows. Each was armed with a 
tommy gun and wore black boots, 
blue breeches, olive drab tunics 
with red shoulder boards and black 


visored capa circled by red bands 
and with a gold star in front. 
The highest military figures of 
this war and the diplomats grouped 
themselves around the room with 
Roosevelt quietly taking a seat ti 
the southwest corner where the 
photographers 
also 
congregated. 
Suddenly Vyacheslav Molotov, So­ 
viet foreign commissar, entered, 
walked to the table, surveyed the 
scene and departed. 
THEN 
came 
Stalin, 
appearing 
noiselessly and clad in a plain 
khaki belga uniform with gold- 
starred epaulets. He was wearing 
a single decoration, the Order of 
Lenin. 
A few seconds later Churchill 
walked in wearing the uniform of 
an R.A.F. commodore. 
A 22-piece Russian army hand, 
at a signal sounding like “Brrnsk”, 
played 
the “Internationale” and 
then “God Save The King” while 
Churchill stood to salute Stalin 
with right arm raised and hand 
half-clenched. 
A British officer picked up and 
held the sword rigidly before him 
while Churchill spoke on behalf 
of the king about the “steel-hearted 
citizens of Stalingrad.” 
Stalin replied with a low-voiced 
expression of appreciation. 
Stalin 
took 
the 
sword 
from 
Churchill's 
out-stretched 
hands, 
kissed the naked blade and handed 
it to Marshal Klementl Y. Voro­ 
shilov. 
A Russian officer, using the arm- 
swinging, stiff-legged Soviet cere­ 
monial march, took the symbol 
from Voroshilov, wheeled and with 
snap and precision marched from 
the room. Voroshilov later brought 
back the sword to show It to Roose­ 
velt and the others.

An Editor Who Reads Our Copy Tries 


To Pick A Flaw In What We Told You 


About That Bird The Flamingo

W 
ARD GREENE, erudite executive of King Fea­ 
tures Syndicate, one of whose tasks Is the 
examination of my daily treatise before release 
for publication as a sort of an editorial aantlary 
measure to protect our clients, takas Issue with 
me on the flamingo. 
I thought at first his comments were stric ter 
in the Interest of ornithological accuracy, hut 
find they wind up in the glorification of Kirk 
Munroe, an oldtime American writer of adventure 
stories for boys. Mr. Greene, an author in his 
oim right remarks moodily that Munroe now is 
forgotten but that he was the greatest writer of 
his kind who ever lived. 
Let us take up this debate In proper order. 
I said the flamingo is not native to Florida, Mr. 
Green says I win on a technicality lf I mean the 
flamingo does not breed and live in the wilds of 
Florida, but that I am wrong if I moan it Is not 
a native bird and was imported like the pheeeant 
or the English sparrow. 
He says there are two standard works. Birds of 
America and the Book of Audubon Prints. The 
latter contains a fine drawing of the scarlet 
flamingo as Audubon must have seen It in the 
Florida swamps. Birds Of America definitely 
states that for years the scarlet flamingo did 
breed and dwell along the Florida coMt and 
among the keys of Florida. 


j F that Is true, the bird must have skipped out 
of there long ago. because the only flamingoes 
you can find in Florida now are those imported 
by the late Joe Widener from Cuba for Hialeah 
Park. Mr. Greene. Georgia-born, suggests rather 
crustily that the pioneer birds departed when 
they saw “you Yankees" moving Into Dade 
county and other Floridk places. 
I do not care to contradict such august authori­ 
ties as Mr. Greene quotes, but I am under the 
impression that the scarlet flamingo is Indigenous 
to southern Asia and Africa and that those found 
in the southern part ef the United States, up to 
South Carolina, were as I said before, a light 
Vermillion with blackedged wings. The first 
birds Widener imported were pinkish and I do not 
believe there Is a scarlet flamingo In the Hialeah 
flock to this day. 
However, it could be that some type of the 
flamingo did make Florida its habitat years ago. 
Mr. Greene quotes Frank M. Chapman as writing 
of Its nesting and breeding habits in the Bahamas 
In 1904 and the proximity of the Bahamas to 
Florida and the fact that climatically and other­ 
wise the two regions are alike argues that birds 
that would hang out in one place would very 
likely give the other a play. 


M' 
R. GREENE admits that the real secret of his 
objection to my statement Is his recollec­ 
tion of Kirk Munroe’s “The Flamingo Feather”, 
which he read in his youth. This yarn dealt with 
the first Spanish occupation of Florida. The hero 
was a Florida Indian who always wore a flamingo 
feather when causing the palefaces to bite the 
dust. Mr. Greene favors him above Deerfoot, or 
any of Cooper’s Indian braves. 
He places Munroe between Oliver Optic and 
the founder* of the “Rover Boys”, “Motor Boys” 
and “Airplane Boys” school of writing. He was 
contemporaneous with the Englishman, Henty, 
but Mr. Greene thinks he was a far better writer 
than Henty. He gave his readers American his­ 
tory In fiction form, he gave the west, Florida, 
the Mississippi, the Grand Bank*, the Indian 
war*, the romance of oil and mining and of rail­ 
roading. 
He carried bls readers everywhere, Into Alaska 
with the gold rush, to the Spanlsh-American 
and Russian-Japanese wars, and Into the arctic. 
He wrote of the pirates of the Spanish main, of 
the bicycling clubs of America, of the conquest of 
Mexico, the freeing of Texas. He was one of Hie 
most prolific writers who ever lived and bls 
range of subjects was almost as remarkable, I 
would say, as Mr. Greene’s memory of the Munroe 
book titles.

COLUMBUS, Dec. 7—The war 
relocation authority’s area super- 
vieor Monday stopped distribution 
of a four-page bulletin in which 
Japanese-Amerlcans were told they 
could teach Ohio and Michigan ten­ 
ant farmers and seasonal workers 
the benefit of bathing daily. 
The article, which Arew criti­ 
cism from congressmen, was writ­ 
ten by Everett L. Dakan, Colum­ 
bus officer for the WRA and now 
on leave from Ohio State univer­ 
sity’s agricultural extension serv­ 
ice. 
He described it only as a “sales 
talk" to Japanese-Americans held 
in relocation centers to get them 
to come to the two states to help 
solve a farm labor problem. 
Harold S. Plstere, WRA super­ 
visor at Cleveland, ordered distri­ 
bution stopped and Harry Weiss, 
editor of the bulletin, called “Mid­ 
west Frontier”, said criticism of 
the article was “unfair because it 
lifted a few sentences from a col­ 
umn and a half of context." Weisa 
said the bulletin was mailed only 
to relocation centers In which west 
coast Japanese were held. 
Dakan’s article said: 
“You will discover that “many 
of our houses were built in pioneer 
days. 
The rural electrification is 
mostly a new thing. 
Many tenant 
houses do not have bathrooms be­ 
cause they were built before bath 
rooms came into style. 
“They have not been remodeled 
because the war has made it im­ 
possible to get material. Then be­ 
lieve it or not, you have some few 
tenants and seasonal workers who 
do not bathe! 
They think It is 
unhealthy. 
We need you people 
to change our ideas about this. 
You have a lesson to teach Ohio 
and Michigan farmers in sanita­ 
tion. It is a contribution you can 
make to our way of living." 
Congressmen Denounce Action 
In Washington, midwestern con­ 
gressmen denounced Dakan’s sug­ 
gestion. 
“Tbs 
statement 
is 
assinlne." 
commented Sen. Van Nuys (R) of 
Indiana. 
“People who have spent 
years tin Japan tell me one of the 
principal weaknesses there is lack 
of sanitation. We don’t want them 
in Indiana.** 
“I think It’s mors Important to 
please the Americans than the 
Japanese.*’ Rep. Frances Bolton 
(R) of Ohio said. 
“So far as I 
know, the people of Ohio never 
have been asked whether they 
want the assistance of the intern­ 
ees.’’ 
Rep. Clevenger (R) of Ohio con­ 
tended the article’s appeal to the 
internees 
that 
“we 
need 
your 
faithfulness to your task and your 
willingness to work’’ implied those 
qualities are lacking in midwest­ 
ern farmers. 
"The farmers of Ohio and peo­ 
ple generally resent the sugges­ 
tion made by Everett Dakan,” said 
Rep. Jenkins (R) of Ohio. “I never 
heard of him before, but I am sure 
we can run Interests in Ohio with­ 
out him and without the Japs."

Emotional Factor Enters 
There is also aa emotional fac­ 
tor. I wrote recently of how many 
soldiers in Africa were hospital­ 
ized on account of ulcer. Why this 
should be co, we do not know. The 
stomach Juice ie increased under 
the emotions of fear, hate and love 
and perhaps a email {tart which 
is not too resistant under these 
circumstances undergoes digestion 
At any rate, it is a very com 
mon disease. I have not and could 
not enumerate all the theories of 
its causation which have been ad­ 
vanced 
One thing for all ulcer patients 
to remember Is that the ulcere 
have a tendency to heal.
